This communication is responsive to the Office Action mailed March 7, 2005. 



The Office Action requests that Applicant make an election of species for "Group 
IV, as required on page 6 of the Office Action, 1 1/16/04." 



However, Applicant respectfully points out that in the Applicant's response of 
December 6, 2004, Group VI, claims 53-63 were elected, not Group IV. Thus, 
Applicant interprets the request in the Office Action of March 7, 2005 to require election 
of species for Group VI. 



The request for a species election pertaining to the claims of Group VI is found in 
Office Action of November 6, 2004 at page 8. The Office Action sets forth three 
subgroups of Group VI from which election is required (subgroup 1 , 2, and 3). Each are 
addressed separately. 
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Atty. Dkt No. 068904-0507 
The Office Action requirement for subgroup 1 of Group VI is as follows: 

1 . Elect a single species from (a) - (d) of the polypeptide 
sequence. If (b) or (c) is elected, a single species of either (i) or 
(II). 

Applicant understands this to be a request to identify a single polypeptide taking Into 
account the options from (a) - (d). Technically speaking, (d) is not an option for a 
species since it refers to something being different rather than specify what it is. It is 
further noted that (a) - (c) refer to different characteristics of the same polypeptide. As 
for (a) - (c), Applicant believes that a single species with characteristics from (a) - (c) is 
what the examiner has requested a opposed to selecting a species from one of (a), (b) 
or (c). Accordingly, Applicant selects as the polypeptide species an IgA heavy chain. 
An IgA heavy chain reads under element (a) of claim 53 because it includes the alpha 
chain constant region tailpiece; reads under element (b)(ii) because an IgA heavy chain 
includes a variable region; and reads under element (c)(ii) because the IgA heavy chain 
can disulfide bond to another protein transformed in the cell (e.g. a J chain). 

The Office Action requirement for subgroup 2 of Group VI is as follows: 

2. Cell as recited In Group IV, (3) above. 

It is unclear whether Applicant can elect a species of any of plant, insect or mammalian 
cell for subgroup 2 In view of the subgroup 3 (discussed below ) which also refers to a 
species of plant cell. Nevertheless, Applicant elects a tobacco plant cell for subgroup 2. 

The Office Action requirement for subgroup 3 of Group VI is as follows: 

3. Plant cell, as recited above. 
Applicant hereby elects a tobacco plant cell for subgroup 3. 
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
